Employers increasingly seeing the benefits of unblocking Web sites

Ryan Tracy thought he’d entered the Dark 
Ages when he graduated college and arrived 
in the working world. 

His employer blocked access to Facebook, 
Gmail and other popular Web sites. He had 
no wireless access for his laptop and often ran 
to a nearby cafe on work time so he could use 
its Wi-Fi connection to send large files. 

Sure, the barriers did what his employer 
intended: They stopped him and his col- 
leagues from using work time to goof around 
online. But Tracy says the rules also got in the 
way of legitimate work he needed to do as a 
scientific analyst for a health care services 
company 

“It was a constant battle between the 
people that saw technology as an advantage, 
and those that saw it as a hindrance,” says the 
27-year-old Chicagoan, who now works for a 
different company 

He was sure there had to be a better way 
It’s a common complaint from young people 
who join the work force with the expectation 
that their bosses will embrace technology as 
much as they do. Then some discover that 
sites they’re supposed to be researching for 
work are blocked. Or they can’t take a little 


WEB OF RULES 

Nancy Flynn, a corporate consultant who 
heads the Ohio-based ePolicy Institute, 
says it’s important that employers have 
a clear online policy and then explain it. 

She believes not enough employers have 
conducted formal training on such matters 
as online liability and confidentiality. 
Meantime, her advice to any employee 
is this: “Don’t start blogging. Don’t start 
tweeting. Don’t even start e-mailing until 
you read the company policy.’’

down time to read a news story online or 
check their personal e-mail or social network- 
ing accounts. In some cases, they end up using 
their own Internet-enabled smart phones to 
get to blocked sites, either for work or fun. 

So some are wondering: Could companies 
take a different approach? 

More employers are experimenting with 
opening access. 

That’s what Joe Dwyer decided to do when 
he started Chicago-based Brill Street & Co., 
a jobs site for young professionals. He lets 
his employees use social networking and has 
found that, while they might spend time chat- 
ting up their friends, sometimes they’re ask- 


ing those same friends for advice for a work 
problem or looking for useful contacts. 

“So what seems unproductive can be very 
productive,” Dwyer says. 

Kraft Foods recently opened access to 
everything from YouTube to Facebook and 
Hotmail, with the caveat that personal use 
be reasonable and never interfere with job 
activities. 

Broadening access does, of course, mean 
some employees will cross lines they aren’t 
supposed to. 

Sapphire Technologies LP, an informa- 
tion-technology staffing firm based in 
Massachusetts, started allowing employees 
to use most Internet sites two years ago. 
Martin Perry, the company’s chief informa- 
tion officer, says older managers sometimes 
raise eyebrows at their younger counterparts’ 
online judgment. 

“If you saw some of the pictures that they’ve 
uploaded, even to our internal directory, you’d 
question the maturity,” Perry says. 

It’s the price a company has to pay, he says, 
for attracting top young talent that’s willing 
to work at any hour. “Banning the Internet 
during work hours would be myopic on our 
part,” Perry says.

Work is set to begin Monday toward rebuilding 
six notoriously dangerous center-access entrance 
ramps to the Kennedy 

The first phase of work, aimed at improving 
traffic flow and reducing crashes on the Kennedy 
(Interstate 90/94) near the Hubbard’s Cave tun- 
nel, focuses on realigning three exit ramps. The 
change is intended to allow for more gradual 
maneuvering off the expressway and to discour- 
age drivers from aggressively weaving across 
lanes and causing rear-end or side-swipe colli- 
sions, according to the Illinois Department of 


Transportation. 

After the exit ramps are overhauled, crews will 
start rebuilding the entrance ramps in September 
to improve the lines of sight and lengthen the 
acceleration lanes, IDOT officials said. 

When the construction dust settles in 
November, reconfigured and more motorist- 
friendly entrance ramps to the Kennedy will open 
eastbound at Lake, Randolph and Madison Streets; 
and westbound at Madison and Adams Streets and 
Jackson Boulevard, IDOT officials said. 

The earthen remnants of the Kennedy 


entrance ramps at Washington Boulevard and 
Monroe Street, which were closed in 2005 and 
2006, respectively, will be removed to make way 
for longer, gentler ramp entrances at Randolph, 
Madison and Adams, officials said. 

Unfortunately, the newly redesigned entrance 
ramps still will be in the center median of the 
expressway, requiring drivers to merge into the 
fastest lane of traffic from the left side of the 
expressway There just isn’t sufficient available 
land, officials said, to build entrances on the right- 
hand side of the highway 


Burr Oak Cemetery requests flood in

With more than 7,000 families scrambling to get 
answers about their dead relatives at Burr Oak 
Cemetery, Cook County sheriff’s officials said 
Sunday the volume of requests are starting to 
overwhelm the investigation. 

“We have found ourselves bogged down by 
the disastrous record keeping at the cemetery 
... We can’t make heads or tails out of many of 
these records and that is hampering our efforts 


to match names to information at the office,” said 
Steve Patterson, a spokesman for Sheriff Tom 
Dart, in a release. 

Patterson said officials have been able to pro- 
cess only 400 out of more than 7,000 written 
requests for help from people seeking informa- 
tion. 

He said more than 100 employees are working 
1 6 -hour days to find information. 

With the cemetery closed to the public and 


investigators going door-to-door to question 
residents of homes surrounding Burr Oak, hun- 
dreds of emotional relatives gathered Sunday at 
Eisenhower High School to fill out forms detail- 
ing their loved ones’ burial dates. 

Patterson said that because of the large vol- 
ume of requests, beginning Monday morning the 
department will no longer accept information in 
person and will only gather information by tele- 
phone or by e-mail. 


Irish heritage 
center robbed

way, officials said. Between 2:15 
a.m. and 7:30 a.m.

(D-Calif). 

According to Feinstein, CIA Director 
Feon Panetta told Congress late last month 
that Cheney ordered the program not be 
revealed to Congress. 

Sen. John Cornyn (R-Texas) said he agreed 
with Feinstein that the CIA should keep 
Congress informed. 

However, Cornyn said the new disclosure 
“looks to me suspiciously like an attempt to 
provide political cover” to House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi and other Democrats. Pelosi 
has accused the CIA of lying to her in 2002 
about its use of waterboarding, or simulated 
drowning.

Lessons of

WASHINGTON President Obama says slav- 
ery is a terrible part of the United States’ 
history and should be taught in a way that con- 
nects that past cruelty to current events, such 
as the genocide in Darfur. 

During an interview with CNN while 
traveling in Ghana, Obama compared 
the legacy of slavery to the history of the 
Holocaust. 

He said both are horrible historical points 
that cannot be ignored and that their lessons 
must not be forgotten. 

“I think it’s important that the way we think 
about it and the way it’s taught is not one in 
which there’s simply a victim and a victim- 
izer. And that’s the end of the story,” Obama 
said at Cape Coast Castle, a West African site 
where traders once shipped slaves to the New 
World. 

Obama, his wife, Michelle, and their daugh- 
ters visited the slave trading post on Saturday 
at the end of a trip that took them to Russia, 
Italy and Ghana. 

Obama was interviewed Saturday for CNN’s 
‘Anderson Cooper: 360.” A brief excerpt was 
released on Sunday 

“The reason it’s relevant, is because whether 
it’s what’s happening in Darfur or what’s hap- 
pening in the Congo ... you know, the capacity 
for cruelty still exists,” Obama said.

Lance not 
done yet 

TARBES, France Lance Armstrong says he could be back for one 
more Tour de France. 

The 37-year-old Texan, who is competing in the Tour for the 
first time since 2005, was asked by a French TV interviewer if 
this will be his last one. 

“Probably not. Probably not,” Armstrong said on France-2 
after Sunday’s ninth stage. “Maybe one more Tour.” 

The seven-time champ, riding for the Astana team without sal- 
ary this year, has previously hinted he may launch his own team 
next season. Armstrong is in third place at the Tour, eight sec- 
onds behind leader Rinaldo Nocentini of Italy, who is not seen as 
an overall threat. Astana teammate Alberto Contador, the 2007 
winner and main prerace favorite, is second. 

Armstrong said he believes the overall standings will not 
change until the race reaches the Alps in its third week. 

“There’s not going to be a lot of change until Verbier,” 
Armstrong said, referring to the grueling 15th stage between 
Pontarlier, France, and Verbier, Switzerland. “We’ll have more 
moments there when we’ll see who’s truly the strongest. 

“I think that’s where the race is going to be decided,” he added 
of the Alps. “The combination of those days from Colmar all the 
way to the top of Ventoux {on the penultimate stage] is a very 
difficult six days. We’ll wait. The hardest mountain in France is 
on the last day, basically You can’t forget that.”

Comedian Robin Williams paid a visit to his longtime friend 
Lance Armstrong on Sunday, and joked about how the Texan has 
changed since his comeback. 

“Stronger, sexier, larger nipples,” Williams said. 

Williams then tried to compare what Armstrong’s comeback 
could look like in his Hollywood world. “Mickey Rourke 
times 10. ... I don’t know if you can say that,” Williams 
said. Instead, he compared Armstrong to Jack 
Nicholson-and then thought better of that too.

Loren Gahala of Glenview, who teaches 
home cooking lessons, started “The Grant 
Achatz and Alinea Appreciation Society” on 
Facebook last year. Gahala, 39, said he’s never 


met Achatz or eaten at Achatz’s Lincoln Park 
restaurant Alinea, where a tasting menu costs 
$145, but he was impressed with Achatz’s 
spirit in battling tongue cancer. 

Gahala said he’d like to eventually eat at 
Alinea. (When he finds “the right dining part- 
ner. Tbu don’t go with just anyone to Alinea. 
It’s so beyond most people.”) But if he had his 
druthers, he would return to L20 in Lincoln 
Park, where a four-course meal costs $110. 

To Gahala, L20 chef Laurent Gras is “a 
seafood god.” For his birthday in May, Gahala 
said he ate a six-course “mind-blowing” L20 
dinner that was “hands down the best meal 
I’ve ever had in my life.” 

“I plan to be a patron of L20 and a support- 
er of Laurent Gras and whatever he does. If he 
puts out cookbooks, I will be one of the own- 
ers of a new cookbook. I will promote him. 
More than idol worship, I just have respect 
for him,” Gahala said. “I think Chicago is just 
fortunate to have chefs like that ... I consider 
them artists of high, high art.” 

All of this swooning may seem overwhelm- 
ing, but the chefs who talked to RedEye 
say they take the attention in stride. Jim 
Colombo, operations and media director for 


Graham Elliot Bowles, chef/owner of Graham 
Elliot on the Near North Side, told RedEye 
that Bowles’ fan base has grown because of 
Facebook and Twitter. 

He also appeared on “Top Chef Masters” 
last month, placing second out of four chefs 
on his episode. 

“We love hearing from people, and he 
doesn’t really feel like they are groupies,” 
Colombo told RedEye in an e-mail. “He 
actually really enjoys the interaction in the 
dining room. You will find {him] circulating 
throughout the dining room numerous times 
during service.” 

But for a chuckle, Colombo suggested 
RedEye check out chubarama.net and search 
for Bowles. The blog, dedicated to the beau- 
ty of big men, features several posts about 
Bowles, who is considered a beefcake on the 
site. 

“Once his self-named restaurant opens 
soon, I hope that one of the items on the 
menu would involve having him lying down 
semi-naked on your table while you eat his 
food on his belly,” one commenter wrote last 
year. “But, wow, he is amazingly perfect.”
